Headquarters of the Russian Western 
Army, Oct. \2, via Mukden, Oct. 13, 
via Peking, Oet. 14.— The most lierco 
and important lighting that lias taken 
place- since the battle of Liaoyang 
leached its height at no. in today, when 
aft.-r a hold attack which lasted for 
three days the Russians began a saga- 
cious retirement from the positions they 
held yesterday, and the Japanese by a 
strong central movement forced the Rus- 
sian force live miles to the northward. 
The battle which was forecasted in a 
dcspatcii filed by the Associated Press 
correspondent on October 11 th, reached 
a stage ol" unusual severity on that day 
along tbo railway and to the westward 
; ii uiiii iliug in the vc iniiv of Icusun 
pn, which place was the correspondent's 
centre of observation. 

By the evening of the 11th <i()0 wound- 
ed dad reached the field hospital situ- 
ated ul the Siuleiitzu railway station, 
t.-n miles from the front. The battle at 
this moment was best observed from 
lillligpns bill, two miles southeast of 
Sillliutzu. Both the Japanese ami the 
Russian batteries were distinguished by 
the clouds of dust which were raised and 
by the confusion, 

The result of the fight wus that a mile 
of ground along the. front west of the. 
railway was lost, but the Russians re- 
gained tills ground during the night by 
a bayonet attack without a shot hav- 
ing been fired. The battle was renewed 
at dawn today with terrific effect. 

The eastern army is evidently engaged 
in continuous small arm lighting. There 
can be beard the bursting of shells along 
the foothills about live miles from the 
Tail way. 

There was an entangled ""S^illery duel 
in tlio vicinity of Tousapu to the' west- 
ward in which during the day one regi- 
ment was caught by a cross fire and 
threatened wfit'li extinction. Tousapu 
was held until noon, when the Japanese 
made good their occupation and Colonel 
Stackovich, who had made a magnificent 
stand fur four days, fell back before 
the terrible onslaught of the Japanese. 

Tlie Japanese proved their ability to 
utilize the strong position at tlie i'.en- 
tai coal mines, which the Russian ad- 
vance guard reported bail not been util- 
ized up to October 10th. The Russians 
moving in that direction were unable to. 
occupy iln position owing to the devel- 
opments of the past forty-eight hours 
and fell back. 

At 31 o'clock in the morning the bat- 
tle reached a stage of severity three- 
times greater than that of yesterday, 
solid masses of troops filling up the front.

A Clever Trick of the Japants 
Outwit I heir Enemies in 
Uatlle. 



Souzatoum (Twelve .Miles South of 
Mukden, on tue Railroad), Oct. 13.— 
(Delayed in Transmission.)— A Russian 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
telegraphs as follows : "For over two 
days the battle has raged ceaselessly. 
It was close to midnight of October 10 
when the .Japanese attempted to sur- 
prise and attacked our frontal posi- 
tions in the darkness and hurled the 
full force of their battalions against 
our position. 

"For hours they lay hugging the en- 
trenchments, with but few minutes of 
respite, every man's gun to his shoulder 
firing at the Hashes until near dawn, 
when tho tiro ceased. 

"Day had hardly lightened tho slope 
of the two-homed mountain when our 
batteries began to cover it with shrtip- 
Uel. Puffs of white smoke, marked the 
lauding of each shell. With the naked 
eye we could see the Japanese being 
shelled out of their trenches. Pirst 
one, and then three and four, black 
figures sprang into view, squatting 
down and running for cover or scurry- 
ing away among the rocks, but the 
shells followed them, tearing up the 
rucks. The bullets full, literally, like 
wheat thrown by the hand of a sower, i 

"On the mountains, beside the Bud- 
dhist temple, our battery was also 
working. I'hey opened from tho oppo- 
site side. Tho Japanese lied so quick- 
ly that the gunners could hardly follow i 
fUem. Soon Japanese resourcefulness 
allowed Itself. They tired the big native 
village on the side of tho two-homed 
ii.uuniaiu, rightly guessing that tho 
wind from the east would carry the] 
.-.moke towards us, making n screen for 1 
t lieui a uil confusing l he aim i if our 



roar of cannon and tho whizzing of bul- 
lets and shells, makes a glorious but 
terrible spectacle." 

Another Russian correspondent of the 
'Associated Press gives the following ac- 
count of the lighting: "Up to the pres- 
ent time the battle along the whole line 
has been one of varying success. We 
are now resting, cold, drenched and 
weary from a heavy thunderstorm, 
which began last evening and continued 
today. We hold positions captured from 
the Japanese. 

_ "The lighting on October Utli was fu- 
rious and continuous along an extensive 
front. The fiercest action probably toon 
place north of Yentai, where the Japa- 
nese themselves assumed the offensive. 

"Our losses on October 11th were 
comparatively small. The firing con- 
tinued all night. On October 12th, al- 
though heavy lighting developed, the re- 
sult remained indecisive. Tho Japanese 
advanced 'boldly and attacked hotly on 
the extreme right of Yentai and further 
towards the left. All the attacks Were 
repulsed at great loss. We also suffered 
heavily. 

"Our troops had tried on the night of 
Otober 11th to take the passes during 
a storm. Several companies went for- 
ward, but they did not succeed in reach- 
ing the heights. Lieut. GrTOZdlefl led an- 
other assault and reached the Japanese 
trenches at the top o£ the kill, The 
Japanese met our men with stones ami 
clubbed rifles. Lieut. Grosdicff was shot 
in the idlest. We were forced to retire."

Liberal Orators Addressed Pub- 
lic Meeting Last Night on 
Government Policy. 



Mr. Lugrin on iVIaivelous Works 
o( the Liberal Party lhe 
docket Argument. 



The public meeting In the Interests of 
tUi Liberal candidate, .Mr. George Riley, 
In the A. 0. U. VV. Uall last evening, 
was well attended. -Mr. Josliuu Klngham 
presided, and on the platform were a num- 
ber of promlueut loeal supporters of the 
Liberal party. The proceedings were not 
enthusiastic, but the speeches were listened 
to with p»tlent attention. 

Jlr. Frank lilggms opened the ball with 
n brisk defence of the Laurler administra- 
tion, of Mr. ltlley's representation of the. 
city, ami Uls arguments, which were as 
clear as could be expected, met with con- 
siderallile appreciation. He was followed 
by Aid. Cameron, who spoko on the same 
lines. 

Mr. C. H. Lugrin, who recently has 
taken a prominent part In the endeavors 
of the Island Liberals, made a speech of 
considerable duration. In the course of 
his remarks Mr. Lugrin said that the ac- 
tion of the Dominion government in provid- 
ing a limited bouuty for lead production 
Instead of the tariiv protection asked for, 
hail been most satisfactory to nil Inter- 
ested. In regard to the duty on lumber, 
which the Conservatives were agitating 
for, it was true that the Libera' members 
for Itrltlsh Columbia had endeavored to 
persuade the government to ult'ord this 
important Industry some protection, ond it 
was true that the government had declin- 
ed This, however, was only another 
proof uf the superiority or the Libera 1 
party. it showed the Independent spirit 
of the members of that party, lie under- 
stood that Sir Wilfrid Laurler would some 
time or other appoint a commission to In- 
quire Into the whole question of the tariff, 
and In the meantime Hrltlsli Columbia's 
lumber Industry must be patient. Mr. 
Lugrin added that If by any miracle Mr. 
Uorden should be returned to power— ami 
he hud private Information that -Mr. Bor- 
den did not at all desire to be successful — 
•Mr. ltordeu would uot dare to Impose a 
duty on lumber. Mr. Lugrin then accused 
Sir Charles Hlbhert Tupper of saying 
things and writing manifestos that were 
not the truth. lie wished he had Sir 
Charles there to tell him so. Sir Chnr'es 
said that In 1001 Col. Trior had brought 
U'J the matter of "better terms" In the 
House of Commons, and that Sir Wl'frld 
Laurler had flouted him. That was un- 
title. Col. Prior had done nothing of the 
kind, and Sir Wilfrid ditto. What Col. 
Trior had done was to ask, among other 
things, for $50,000,000 for the province to 
do as It pleased with. "Fancy that combin- 
ation across the Bay spending Ufty mil- 
lion dollars!" said Mr. Lugrin. But Sir 
Wilfrid had uot flouted the proposal for 
better terms. Ills reply had been that 
this request would be the subject, some 
day, for another commission, to report 
upon. . In regard to appropriations, both 
Mr. Ralph Smith aud Mr. Itlley had done 
splendid!;.-. Through the efforts of the 
former there would soon be telephone 
communication between Victoria and all of 
the Islands in the Gulf, and what more 
could Victoria merchants desire? But Mr. 
Itlley had doue more, and "people In Vic- 
toria ^ know In their pockets that Mr. 
Itliey'a representation has been a good 
thing for them." 

Mr. Lugrin closed with a peroration In 
which the qualities and achievements of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler and the Libera! party 
became truly wonderful. "Tory oppres- 
sion," said he, "Is a thing of the past. I 
have lived to see that, and to see perfect 
freedom established on all sides. This 
giorlous consummation Is due to the fact 
that Libera] principles have predominated 
in Canada. The Conservatives talk about 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain. I do not wish 
to detract from that gentleman's work. 
But he Is only a follower along the lines 
laid down by Sir Wilfrid Laurler. As for 
the Duudonuld incident, the course pur- 
sued by the government Is one of which 
every true citizen of Canada must feel 
proud. The great problem of Imperial 
unity is being worked out by Liberal prin- 
ciples, and the splendid progress already 
achieved In the Empire Is due to the tri- 
umph of the Liberal party in Canada." 

Mr. George Itlloy was the next speaker, 
and read a few remarks from some slips 
of paper. The Liberal government, he 
said, had done Victoria Justice. There 
was the work done by the government 
dredger, return of money spent on Darcey 
Island and some sidewalk work In front of 
government buildings. That was the kind 
of work he confined his efforts to. There 
was a chance of the Dominion exhibition 
Icing held in itrltlsh Columbia. Would 
they like to have It In EsqumaltV If there 
■was a Liberal elected In Vancouver and a 
Conservative In Victoria, he could te'l 
them where the exhibition would not he 
held. Conservatives complained that no 
clause had been Inserted In the Grand 
Trunk Pacific contract providing for the 
simultaneous construction of the road at 
both ends. It was true no such clause had 
been Inserted. He could explain the rpason 
for that privately to any friend of the 
party, but It was not a reason he would 
c.ire to give to a public meeting. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Riley expressed a hope that 
the campaign as between Col. Prior and 
himself would be free from personalities. 

The meeting closed with the singing of 
"God Save the King."

As a matter of 
fact, Liberals have been claiming for 
years that the lion. Geo. Brown, the 
father of Liberalism in Canada, is en- 
titled to the honor of bringing about 
Confederation.

That is one of the lirst admissions 
made in the representations to the Do- 
minion Government by the Provincial 
il'remiers who met in Quebec in 1002.

FINANCE AND COMMERCE. 

New York, Oct. 14— The activity of the 
stock market reached the boiling point to- 
day and trading took on the appearance 
of "the great bull markets of a few years 
ago. - Is highly probable that the sources 
of the buying have widened with the re- 
cent violent advances in the market, and 
and some outside participation may be thus 
represented. It is certain that very large 
transactions in today's market were exe- 
cuted by single houses (buying orders for 
single llrms running us high as $50,000 
shares of various stocks. This points uu- 
inlstakea'bly to the centralized direction 
and control of operations under combined 
resources. The conviction was very gen- 
eral also that a Western operator and turf 
man who has long refrained from leading 
operations in the market was again con- 
ducting transactions on a large scale by 
very characterlctic methods, but the 
movement carried all before It from what- 
ever sources it come or for whatever mo- 
tives. The list of separate Issue dealt In 
was longer than at any time this year. 
The uneasiness which was caused yester- 
day by the comparative neglect of the rail- 
road stocks while low grade and unknown 
industrials and specialties absorbed all 
speculative attention, was relieved today 
by the revived animation of the standard 
railroad stocks. These were not al 1

PRACTICAL I'SKS OK UADH'M. 

From the Electrical Review. 

One sei. mist, whose mind evidently 
sees some practical use in everything, 
has made use of radium in a father 
(•oiliniiiuplace way. Uotanists lime a 
way of investigating the structure of 
time's by imbedding them in iniratiiiie 
and then cutting the material in to very 
thin sections. The act of cutting fre- 
quently electrifies the sections, causing 
in- to make themselves in other ways 
difficult to handle. This trouble has 
been overcome by this practical scientist 
j by placing a small lube of a radium salt 
near the knife, the effect of which is lo 
dissipate the electric charges imparted 
to t he sect ions as t lit y a re , ut . 

Another use of radium hardly as vul- 
gar as the one just mentioned, is sau 
gested in a paper road before the Royal 
Society by Sir William Crookes. Sir 
William was investigating the character 
of the coaling which radium salts im- 
part to diamonds exposed io their action. 
The surface of a diamond thus exposed

Steamei 
Destroyed By Fire 



Another Well - Known Victoria 
Steamer Meets a Disastrous 
Fate In Far North. 



General Shipping Intellgence of 
the Harbor, Coast and 
Ocean, 



Disaster las overtaken another Vic- 
toria steamer, the Nell, which has been 
plying regularly out of this harbor for 
tlio northern British Columbia ports for 
some years back. News received yester- 
day from Port Simpson was to tiie ef- 
fect that the Nell left Port Simpson 
about noon on Monday last for Georgtt- 
town mill, where at the inner harbor 
she took on lumber and then went to 
the outer wharf, where shortly after 
Jire broke out in the engine room. 

Everything was done to extinguish 
the flames, but all to no avail, and Capt. 
Oliver, seeing his ship doomed, ordered 
the horses aboard to be shot. 

Fortunately there was no loss of life, 
but the steamer, cargo, wharf and lum- 
ber stacks were completely wiped out. 

The total loss is estimated at $25,000. 
The property carried something like 
$2,000 insurance. 

The Nell was insured with Messrs. 
Hall, Goepel & Co., of Victoria. She 
was the 'property of the 'Georgetown 
Lumber Company, at whose wharf she 
was destroyed. She was utilized by 
that company in towing logs to the 
mills, and in the intervening time was 
engaged in the coasting trade, running 
between Port Simpson and the mills, 
calling at different points. »She was thus 
able to make two trips a month from 
Port .Simpson, carrying general sup- 
■plies. She was capable of carrying 
about 550 tons of cargo. 

She left Victoria Monday. October n, 
under the command of Capt. Oliver. 

At the time of the fire she was load- 
ing lumber for a schooihouse and 
church which were being built at Mas- 
sett. The Nell has been in trade on 
this coast for about eighteen years, hav- 
ing been built there for the purpose.

"Hut you can't expect capital to Invest 
in the Yukon. There is no title to any- 
thing in the Yukon which an official is 
bound to respect except the title to a 
few undeveloped tiuartz claims anil nomo 
town lots, caliches and gardens in and 
around Dawson. The mining regula- 
tions possibly mean this, and such was 
deeideil by the Court of Appeal in t In- 
action of Noakcs vs. Trendgold, to be 
their meaning. Mr. dust ice Craig, in his 
dissenting judgment, said that lie could 
not bring himself to believe that the 
regulations did not mean to give some 
absolute right to the tree miner. Now, 
however, lie said, according to the judg- 
ment of his colleagues, that the free 
miner bud no redress in the courts for 
the deprivation of his rights by olllclal 
action. 

"The grant of the placer claims is in 
terms for a year only. The officials may 
or may not renew it. On Miller creek 
they refused to renew some forty grants 
and gave the ground to a company of 
which lion. George A. Cox is one ol 
the directors. ( )n Quartz creek the gold 

< lissioner did not wait until the end 

of the year, hut upon a telegram from 
.\li. Smart cancelled some thirty grants 
and gave the ground to .1. W, Boyle, 
who is the lion, .lames Sutherland's 
man in the Yukon. In the ease of water 
grants, dumping privileges, etc., the par- 
tiality of the administration is more 
clearly marked. 

The so-called hydraulic concessions arc 
held under lease specially prepared for 
Slftonlan methods. They cannot be trans- 
ferred except by consent of the minister, 
Thos. Slfton's name nor that of his friends 
need not appear among the lessees. They 
have to he "seen" before the minister's ap- 
proval is obtained. Moreover, the lease 
can be cancelled by the minister for about 
forty reasons, and every such lease In the 
Yukon Is flow open to cancellation. Hut 
the minister may also excuse non-com- 
pliance with the terms, and' in all cases his 
decision Is final. So much for title. 

"Such are conditions at present. But 
they were always had. A year ago last 
spring the Hoard of Trade of Dawson, 
then n large body, issued a pamphlet re- 
garding concessions. They thus deal with 
tttc most striking features of Slfton's pol- 
icy existing through the Ross administra- 
tion. They say: 

In the latter part of the year 3S90 
the famous discoveries of placer gold 
were made on the creeks in the basin 
of tlio Klondike river.
